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RECOVERY ACT INCLUDES ALL 


Regardless of what a person may think or like about the 
matter the National Industrial Recovery Act is broad enough 
to embrace all industry and the codes now in process of for- 
mation, when finally adopted and approved by President 
Roosevelt, will apply to all employers and all workers in 
every industry placed under the workings of this new law. 

It is clearly set forth in the law that employers are ex: | 
pected to organize and that employes are likewise expected 
to organize and bargain collectively with their employers. 
The right of both to organize and be represented by repre- 
sentatives of their own choosing at all hearings at which} 
schedules, wages and hours may be worked out from now on | 
is specifically safeguarded and stipulated by the Recovery | 
Act. Theoretically this right to organize has always existed | 
but in practice with the limitation that the employers could 
recognize it or not as they saw fit. |

In any industry, where the workers are not organized 
and the employers are, it is not reasonable to expect that the 
workers’ interests will be very well looked after and once the 
code is adopted and approved by the President all workers 
in that industry will have to abide by it whether they like it 
or not. Employers, who refuse to organize, will likewise be 
obliged to be governed by the codes finally approved by 
President Roosevelt. 


All employers and all workers are now being given an 


opportunity to organize and the way employers in all indus- | 


tries are organizing should be an object lesson to those work- 
ers, who till now have always been indifferent to organiza- 
tion. If they continue to do, as they have done in the past, 
namely persist in refusing or simply failing to organize the 
government will then exercise the other alternative of the 


Recovery Act, which is to arbitrarily prepare the codes for | 


such unorganized industries and both employers and em- 
ployes will be obliged to be governed by them or be subject 
to severe penalties in the form of fines or imprisonment, or 
both, for every day they disobey the established code, in 
as much as each day on which such violation takes place 
is considered a separate offense. | 


The Recovery Act further provides that in case proper 
observance of the established codes is not forthcoming in 
any industry that every plant in the industry will be required 
to take out a license stipulating observance of the code of 
that industry as a primary requirement to being permitted to 
continue in business. Should such recalcitrants still fail to ac- 
cept the codes their licenses may be revoked in which case 
they will not be permitted to continue to operate at all, thus 
leaving them and their employes out in the cold with no 
option other than to seek the means of livlihood somewhere 
else. 


Not only is it the sensible thing for all employes to or- 
ganize now in order to avoid having the government arbi- 
trarily fix the conditions under which they are to work, but 
it has now also come to a pass where organization is so 
necessary that it will be a serious misfortune not to be 
organized. In the case of those who are organized they, too, 
will have to be up and doing to properly present the case 
of the workers in their own industries where the employes 
are organized. 

No worker or employer can evade coming under the 
codes, to be adopted soon, either by ignoring or dodging 
taking any part in their preparation or stubbornly refusing 
to organize to be in a position to be legally represented at 
the hearings provided for by the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, all workers and employers are included. 

It all resolves itself into a question of being or getting 
organized in order to have something to say about the codes 
that are soon to govern the relations of employers and em- 
ployes, or those codes to be arbitrarily fixed by the govern- 
ment for such industries as continue to remain unorganized. 


The time has finally arrived when society questions the 
threadbare doctrine of every man having the right to pay 
the lowest wages he can induce penniless unemployed people 
to work for. In the Industrial Recovery Act this right is not 
only questioned but is challenged by outlawing it entirely. 


Labor's only hope is to cut out completely this nonsense 
of trying to get something for nothing by letting George do 
it. Get busy in the labor organization to which you are 
eligible to belong and do without fail your bit to keep it 
functioning for the good of all, including yourself.

Mr. Jacobs stated that both manu- 
facturers doing a legitimate business 
and workers will benefit from the 
movement by the state department 
of labor to prosecute those who are 
exploiting labor and resorting to cut- 
throat competitive methods. 

The campaign against unlawful 
practices was not started without 
notice, he declared. “I warned them 
all thirty days ago that we intended 
to correct these conditions in Ten- 
nessee,” he said. “We are getting 
complaints from the manufacturers 
who are doing a legitimate business. 
It is hard for them to compete with 
concerns who are exploiting labor 
and not -meeting the standards re- 
quired by law. 

“Their complaints, of course, are 
proper and we intend to see that 
they are all put on an equal basis, 
insofar as the state laws are con- 
cerned.”

Textile Code Minimum Wage 

Is Too Low. 
With the majority of 
executives reconciled to a thirty-five 


or thirty-six hour week, acceptance 
by the government of the cotton 
textile industry’s program for a 


forty-hour week would be a “severe 
blow”’ to the suecess of the National 
Industrial Recovery act, Sol. A. Her- 
zog, counsel to a number of trade 
associations and to the congress of 
industries, declared recently in New 
York. 


Since the major industries will 
set the pace for the smaller groups, 
he added, very few trades would 
accept a week 
hours if the textile code is approved 
by the federal administrator. 

At the same time, Mr. Herzog ex- 
pressed the opinion that the mini- 
mum wages of $12 for the south 
and $13 for the north were too low, 
pointing out that the minimum wage 
for women in Massachusetts mills 
is now $13.50. 

Most industries are anxious to 
grant labor generous terms, he de- 
clared, and are thinking in terms of 
around $16 for minimum wages, 
rather than the $12 and $13 pro- 
posed by the cotton goods group. 

“Since this industrie’s code is the 
first to be submited to Washing- 
Mr. Herzog continued, ‘and 
has been widely publicized, the gov- 
ernment’s attitude on it is of the 
utmost importance. If the admini- 
stration desires to have the aims of 
ihe recovery act fulfilled, 
see to it that the major industries

Child Labor Abolition Praised 

The president acclaimed the pro- 
‘vision in the code abolishing child 
llabor as the end of “an ancient 
atrocity” brought about because the 
code “permits employers to do by 
agreement that which none of them 
could do single and live in competi- 
tion.” 

In a brief statement the president 
paid tribute to the leaders of our 
industries, labor, and social service,” 


who in the hearings on the code 
“considered the most controverted 
questions in the whole economic 


problem, wages and hours of labor,” 
and “arrived at a solution which has 


the unanimous approval of these 
confering leaders on all three sides
